Hemophilia is found in all populations, and it is estimated that more than
400,000 people worldwide are living with hemophilia, affecting approximately
20,000 people in the United States and 600 people in Minnesota; and

The Hemophilia Foundation of Minnesota and The Dakotas provides education,
support, and advocacy to improve quality of life, prevent disability, and enable
individuals to live active and fulfilling lives; and

The State of Minnesota recognizes those living with hemophilia, their caregivers,
and loved ones in advocating for access to treatment and care, and joins them in
raising awareness of hemophilia.
